At the. same time, we should be the last to 
raise objections to the Hongkong Ice Com- 
pany, being permitted to retain the pre- 
mises under the old conditions. But 
we most strenuously’ object to. this 
valuable piece of ground ‘being handed 
over to Messrs, -Jarpinz, Matuxson & Co., 
or to: anybody élse, , by private arrange- 
ment, for any other purposes than that for 
which tt was originally granted. Messrs. Jane 
ping, Matneson & Co, in thelr letter to the 
‘Colonial Secretary say that'as the Govern- 
ment has decided. to charge a heavy pre- 
mium for the ground and also a substan- 
tial rent that, ‘it will be imperative upon 
tha Company to make such alterations 
upon the building ; as to fit it for other pur- 
poses than an Ice House only.” The Gov. 
ernment might possibly be justified ’ in 
disposing of this property for an Ice House, 
‘under tha old’ arrangement, at half the 
ramount stated In Dr. Srzwant’s letter;

We do not question Sir -Grorax Bowen's 
authority to over-ride the old custom, but. 
we certainly question the wisdom’ and 
expediency of establishing a precedent 
which cannot fall to lead to future trouble. 
Fortunately the action of the General Ma- 
negers and Shareholders of the Ice Com-. 
pany has afforded the government an op- 
portunity of avolding a serlous difficulty — 


which can be traced elther to a lack of tons, -, 
acquaintance with our old established.cus- 
toms; or to erroneous'information supplied 
by his responsible’ advisers. From time 
‘immemorial—which so far as concerns 
Hongkong means a space of 42 years— 
it has‘ been the invariable custom {n° this 
Colony in disposing ofthe Crown lands 
to sell ‘them to the highest . bidder at 
public auction, We believe we are cor- 
rect, in: stating that this: salutary, rule 
has never on any pretence been departed. 
from—save “on ‘one occasion, when Sir 
Ricuarp McDonnet, disposed of the 
Hongkong Mint by, what Governor Hzn- 
NESSY once expressed as “one of the 
most scandalous jobs ever associated with 
the history of the Colony.” Are we to 
presume now that Governor  Bowsn’ has 
determined to depart from ‘the: old tradi- 
tional policy of his predecessors, by taking 
upon himself to sanction the disposal of. 
government property by private contract ? 
It is scarctly: ‘necessary for us to say that 
this query raises a question of paramount 
importance to the community at large, the 
answer to which will be anxiously looked 
for by all classes. 

These observations have been elicited by 
the official letters read at the meeting of 
the shareholders of the Hongkong Ice Com-. 
pany, Limited, held on Monday the 11th 
inst. It appears that many years ago the 
Hongkong Government granted the tem- 
porary use of a piece of ground, situated 
in what is now known as Ice House Lane, 
to the Ice Association of” Hongkong, for 
the. purpose of erecting a store-room. for 
ice, and on the express condition tliat the 
Association would always keep on the 
‘premises a'supply of fce for hospital pur- 
poses. In course of time this privilege 
passed to the Tudor Ice: Company, which 
for the purpose of’ storage-—tn, those days.
